The following manifesto first appeared in an Anarcho-Feminist magazine called "Everything". The magazine is no 


longer being produced, but when it was the only people allowed to work on the publication were women (just an 
interesting point). The following article has been changed slightly but these changes have been restricted to the 


maintenance of tense and improvements upon some untidy transiation. 


Summary of the feminist-po- 
litical programme which was 
unanimously agreed to by the 
third congress of ANORG (An- 
archist Federation of Norway), 
the 1-7 of June, 1982. 


All over the world women have no 
right whatsoever to decide upon 
important matters which concern 
their lives. 


Women suffer from oppression of 
two kinds: firstly, the general social 
oppression of the people, which 
especially hits women, and sec- 
ondly, sexism, oppression and dis- 
crimination because of their sex. 


There are five main forms of op- 
pression: 


* Jdeological Oppression- Brain- 
washing by certain cultural tradi- 


tions, religion, advertising and 
propaganda. Manipulation of con- 
cepts and playing upon womens’ 
feelings and susceptibilities. Wide- 
spread patriarchal and authoritar- 
ian attitudes and a capitalistic men- 
tality in all areas. 


* State Oppression- Hierarchical 
forms of organisation with com- 


mand lines downwards from the 
top in most interpersonal relation- 
ships, and in so-called 'private life’ 
as well. 


* Economic Exploitation- Repres- 
sion as a consumer and a worker in 


the home and in low-salary "wom- 
ens' jobs". 


* Violence- Under the auspices of 
the society as well as in the private 
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sphere; indirectly when there is 
coercion because of a lack of alter- 
natives; and direct physical vio- 
lence. 


* Lack of Organisation- The tyranny 
of structurelessness which pulver- 


ises responsibility and creates 
weakness and inactivity. 


These factors work together, and 
contribute simultaneously, to: sus- 
tain each other in a vicious circle. 


There is no panacea to break the 


circle; but it is not unbreakable. 


Anarcho-feminism is a matter of 
consciousness. The consciousness 
that puts guardians off work. The 
principles of a liberating society 
thus stand perfectly clear to us. 


Anarcho-feminism means 
women's independence and free- 
dom on equal terms and onan equal 
footing with men. A social organi- 
sation and a social life where no- 
body is superior or inferior to any- 
one, and everybody is coordinate; 
women as well as men. This goes 
for all levels of social life and in the 
private sphere. 


Anarcho-feminism implies that 
women themselves should decide 
on, and take care of their own mat- 
ters, individually in personal mat- 
ters and with other women in mat- 
ters which concern several women. 
In matters which concern both 
sexes essentially and concretely, 
women and men should decide on 
an equal footing. 


Women must have self-decision 
over their own bodies; and all mat- 
ters concerning contraception and 


childbirth should be decided upon 
by women themselves. 


Women must fight, both individu- 
ally and collectively, against male 
domination, against attitudes of 
ownership and control over 
women, against repressive laws, 
and for women's economic and 
social autonomy and independ- 
ence. 


Crisis centres, day care centres, 
study and discussion groups, 
women's cultural activities must be 
established, and run under the di- 
rection of women. 


The traditional patriarchal nuclear 
family must be replaced by free 
associations between men and 
women, based on equal right to 
decide on both sides and a respect 
for the individual's autonomy and 
integrity. 


Sex stereotyping in education, 
media and the workplace must be 
abolished. Radical sharing of work 
by the sexes in ordinary jobs, do- 
mestic life and education is a suit- 
able mean. 


The structure of working life must 
be radically changed with more 
part-time work and flat organised 
cooperation at home as well as in 
society. The difference between 
men's work and women's work 
must be abolished. Nursing and 
taking care of children must con- 
cern men as much as women. 


Female power and female prime 
ministers will not lead the majority 
of women to their ends: abolition of 
oppression. Marxist and bourgeios 


feminists are misleading the fight 
for women's liberation. For most 
women there is not going to be any 
feminism without anarchism. In 
other words, anarcho-feminism 
does not stand for female power or | 
for female prime ministers, it stands | 
for organisation without power or | 
prime ministers. | 


The double oppression of women | 
demands a double fight and double | 
organising: on the one hand in| 
feminist federations, on the other in | 
an organisation of anarchists. The 
anarcho-feminists form a junction 
in this double organising. 


Serious anarchism must also be] 
feminist otherwise it is a question of | 
patriarchal half-anarchism, and not 
real anarchism. It is the task of the 
anarcho-feminists to secure the | 
feminist feature in anarchism. | 
There will be no anarchism without | 
feminism. 


An essential point in anarcho-femi- 
nism is that changes must begin 
today, not tomorrow or after the 


_revolution. The revolution shall be |. 


permanent. We must start today, by | 
seeing through the oppression in | 
daily life, and then doing some- | 
thing to break the pattern here and | 
now. | 


We must act autonomously, with- | 
out delegating to any leaders the 
right to decide what we wish and 
what we shall:do: we must make 
decisions by ourselves in personal 
matters, together with other | 
women in purely female matters, 
and with male comrades in com- 


mon matters. Ripped-Off from |

Most billooards attempt to brain- 
wash the reader into handing over 
cash for some dubious product or 
service. Many of the messages are 
offensive, and allare polluting to the 
landscape. To deal with them intrue 
situationist style requires some al- 
teration to the wording or art to 
cause future readers to laugh at the 
oroduct being pushed: often such 
“resoectable” drugs as tobacco 
and alcohol - unarguable coniribu- 
tors to bad health and deserving of 
a dismal fate! 


Billboard graffiti is so simple you can 
organise it around just about any- 
thing. Even if you only paint one 
billboard per week you'llbe costing 
the corporate pushers between 
$500 and $5,000 per year, depend- 
ing on your thoroughness. It’s asad 
fact, but we've learnt through long 
experience that money is the only 
language billboard advertising 


companies understand. Nothing. 


will get those offensive ads down 
faster than if their profits are re- 
duced by escalating maintenance 
costs. 


But even more important than this 
financial factor is the effect thatthe 
re-faced ad will have on those who 
read it, At the very least you'll be 
Speaking Up for Community Health - 
something that no government or 
borough council seems to care 
much about. 


So just to show you how easy the 
whole operation is, ‘circle A’ now 
presents the Do-it Yourself Graffiti 
Guide. 


First, you'll need to buy and test your 
equipment. Go toa shop (big chain 
supermarkets are usually the cheap- 
est) and get your spray cans. Black 
and Chrome are the most versatile 
colours, but red, blue, purple and 
white are also effective on particu- 
lar billboards. Spray cans must be 


shaken for at least a minute prior to 
use. Always test new cans as some 
are duds, 


You can then find your tobacco 
and alcohol billboards and work 
out the easiest access and depar- 
ture routes. Position some body to 


waich for the rare pig (the filth) who: 


may happen upon you, and to chat 
with passers-by. Then, go for it! 


ILLUSTRATION A 


Try to break down the power of the 
billboardad by answeringit. Look at 
the space available and the way in 
which the words and images lend 
themselves to addition, alteration, 
or commment. We've found hu- 
mour to be extremely effective in 
exposing the advertiser's real inten- 
tions - turning the ads message 
back on itself. 


If the billboard proves too high to 
reach. you have a number of op- 
tions open to you: 


1. Get aladder! This isn’t altogether 
satisfactory, as you look rather con- 
spicuous and any hasty retreat is 
made difficult. 


2. Build a spraycan extension rod! 
Obtain a broom handle or some 
other solid, strong, but light weight 
pole - the longer the better of 
course, depending on how highthe 
billboard you want to attackis. (See 
llustration A, No. 1.) At one end cut 
out a wedge, half the width of the 
pole. Fit a metal bar to the remain- 
ing wood (No.2). 30cm. from this 
end ,attach asupport clamp which 
the can will rest on (No.3). Fit an 
angle bracket on each side of the 
pole, 20cm. from the end (No.4), 
The spraycan should slot between 
these brackets. Tie a length of plas- 
tic coated wire to the flat metal bar 
(No, 2) and feed it through a hole in 
the support clamp (No. 3) and 
screw eyes attached to the length 


of the pole (No, 5). This wire, when 


pulled, will press down the nozzle of 
the spray can and paint will spray 
out. An optional extra is the 
roll-top of a deodorant 
bottle, fitted to a support 
clamp (No. 6). This will help 
maintain an even distance be- 
tween the spray can and billboard 
dllustrationB.) We've had enormous 
success with these extention sys- 
tems. They’re a bit difficult to use at 
first, but practice makes passable! 


3. Construct paint bombs! Take one 
raw egg. With a needle, drilla hole 
in the top of the egg, gently break- 
ing away about a 1/2 square centi- 
metre of shell clllustration C, No. 1). 
Insert the needle and stir up the yolk 
and white. Poke another hole in the 
same end of the egg, about 3 cm 
from the first hole Clilustration C, No, 
2). Blow through the second hole so 
that the yolk and white come out 
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the first hole (Illustration D). Have an 
omelette! Make up a mixture of 
50% black, red, yellow, blue, or fluo- 
rescent green oil-based paint, and 
50% thinner (e.g. turpentine, petrol, 
or kerosene). Alternatively, make

up a solution of colourfast dye, 
mixing it with a thickener such as 
cornflour over heat until you get a 
gravy-type consistency. Pour this 
mixture into a thin-nozzled, screw- 
top bottle. Seal the second hole of 
the egg with a pasty mixture of flour 
and waiter or candle wax (Illustra- 
tion E). Pour in the paint/dye solu- 
tionthrough the first hole (Illustration 
F), and seal if also.

You now have a_ perfeci-sized, 
semi-biodegradable missile. 
We've found these little beauties 
very effective. 


One word of warning. Contrary to 
popular myth, the worst time to 
graffiti on billboards is between 
10p.m. and 8a.m. During this pe- 
riod, there are proportionately 
more cops out on the road than at 
any other time, and often they

haven't got anything better to do 
than arrest you. The majority of 
arrests (small in number compared 
to the number of billboards. that 
have been re-faced) have been 
after midnight. In New South Wales

there is the added danger of legis- 
lation brought in recently whereby 
itis deemedan offence bythe state 
for a person to be found in the pos- 
session of a spraycan without ade- 
quate justification. This “crime” can 
carry a maximum jail term of three 
years! This law was of course 
brought in just in time for the Bicen- 
tenial- Hmmm funny that! So check 
out the law in your state before you 
do anything. 


Well there you have it. Good luck, 
and see you on the billboards,

The Anarchist Students’ Union began at

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The thing that I have noticed 
most amongst all the bicen- 
tennial hoo-ha is the frag- 
mented veiw of their social 
situation that people have. 
By this I mean that people 
can see the fragment of 

- society that is their own life , 
and the fragments that are 
the lives of others, but don’t 


seem to perceive that these 
are all parts of a whole. 

I’m thinking mainly of the 
‘land rights’ issue, and the 
support it has amongst 
whites, especially. White 
Australians are marching, 
shouting, writing, organising 
in support of aboriginal land 
rights all over the place; 
dont get me wrong, this in 
itself is not a bad thing, it is 
just that the only issue 
seems to be aboriginal land 
rights. What about everyone 
else? Land rights are, after- 
all, human rights. We all 
need land. It provides food, 
and materials for shelter 
and clothing - the basic ne- 
cessities of life. One of the 
reasons there is inequality 
in this world is that a few 


people own all of the land 


and most of us own none, 
and are forced to pay for its 
use and produce. “Land is 
Life”, as the 1988 Aborigi- 
naland Diary proclaims, but 
not just for aboriginals. 

Land is life for all of us. . 
Why then, has the aboriginal 
struggle been prioritised? 


Do aboriginal people deserve 
land (or need it) before, or 
more than any other human 
being? I don’t think so. 
Anarchism is about total 
change. I support aboriginal 
demands, but I have de- 
mands of my own which are 
of equal importance. Land 
rights for aboriginals won’t 
liberate me. Land rights for 
all human beings will. 
Almost as many red, black 
and yellow commodities are

Every 
ideologically sound activist 
worth their salt has a land 
rights badge/diary/flag/t- 
shirt/pair of ear rings/ 
sticker/headband etc. And 
as far as I am concerned 
whether red, black and yel- 


low or green and gold, all 
such commodities are 
equally offensive. Aboriginal 
nationalism is no substitute 
for “white” nationalism. I’m 
fighting against nationalism 
- of all kinds. The reason 
why anarchists carry a black 
flag is because it is the ne- 
gation of all flags. Waiving a 
land rights flag is 
like waiving the 
stars and stripes - 
they are both na- 
tionalist motifs. 
Another aspect of 
the land rights 
issue that pisses me 
right off is the “al- 
ways was always 
will be aboriginal 
land” catch cry. 
Bullshit! It may 
well have been once 
(though as I under- 
stand it, aboriginal 
people had no con- 
cept of land owner- 
* ship as such before 
European settlement) but it 
is not “aboriginal” land now. 
Australia rightfully belongs 
to all, not a few wealthy 
whites or a few aboriginals. 
I have as much right to land 
as anyone. I didn’t invade 
this country and the fact 
that a few people who hap- 
pen to have had the same 
skin colour as I did invade 
200 years ago, doesn’t make 
me guilty of the same crime. 
The aboriginal people have 


had a fucked deal over the 


last two centuries - anyone 
should be able to realise 
that. But so have most 
people. Take a look at the 
quality of all our lives, not 
just those of aboriginals. 
We are all fucked over in 
statist, capitalist society.

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We are all oppressed, not 
just a few of us. We all need 
to liberate ourselves and 
everone, not just a few. 
Focusing on a particular 
people or struggle is futile. 
Why not deal with the prob- 
lem?

The common argument used against anarchism is that people 
are self interested and if free would prevent a just society.
